The first wa the chal
Jenge of two wars to achieve
and to preserve American
independence the Revolu
tion and the War of 1812
That first great challenge
ended Jan, 8, 1815, with the
defeat of the British at New
Orleans.

There wae a period of
four years lur‘ een the end
of the first challenge and the
beginning of the gecond,
gignificantly known as the
Era of Good Feeling

The second challenge be-
gan in 1819 with the appli

cation of Missouri into the|g

Union, and the ensuing
Rtﬂlgﬁ"(‘ over slavers which
ended in Civil Wai

The Truths of the Declara
tion in the second challenge

were assailed by Americans, |

becausge slavery denied
thoge truths, In the passion
of the struggle over slavery,
a member of our Congress
gaid the hope and the prom
ise of our Declaration were
Ygelf » evident lies,” nof
truths, just as do your rul
ers today.

home, we are in the midst|
of a third great challenge to
the hope and the promise
